“The desire to do justice to 


pensioners, however great their 
merit, must be attended by some 


solicitude to do ju to taxpay-— 
ers, the Executive said in his 
message. “The advantage of a 


class cannot be- greater than the 
welfare of the nation.”

These figures reveal more than 
100 local concerns are making 
monthly shipments to the islands 
through Los Angeles Harbor, 
while the total amount of export 


business has reached an average 
monthly sum of approximately 
$300,000. This figure, Mr. Matson 


stated, does not include shipments 
of oll to Hawaii, which are ex- 
tremely heavy because Honolulu 
has become one of the most im- 
portant Pacific fueling stations. 

This growth of commerce from | 
Los Angeles to Hawaii is largely 
attributed by Mr. Matson to the 
work of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in stimulating interest in 
Hawaii. The annual excursions to 
the islands, he stated, have served 
to open the eyes of local business 
men to the opportunities there and 
to stimulate commerce, 

The export figures from Los 
Angeles to the islands began to 
jump immediately after the in- 
stallation of a direct 


excursion this year will start from 
Los Angeles Harbor on June 21 
and the excursionists will spend 
ten days on the islands. 

During March, Mr. Matson said, 
exports, exclusive of oll, from Los 
Angeles to Hawaii reached a to- 
tal value of $370,000. In April, 
exports fell off somewhat because 
of the embargo imposed by the 
island government against some 
articles to prevent the hoof-and- 
mouth disease from being carried 
to Hawaii.

Oriental Exclusion Speech 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 3.—Follow- 
ing a controversy over broad- 
casting his speech by the 
apparatus of the Wireless Radice’ 
Corporation of America, 


Senator Shortridge will demand 


information from the Department 
of Commerce and the State De- 
partmente as to the relation of 
the corporation with the govern- 
ment of Japan.

TOKIO, May 3.—A thousand 
Chinese members of the Student 
League and-labor bodies propose 
to march to the Forefgn Office on 
Monday to present a demand for 
the cessation of the alleged dis- 
crimination of Japanese officiais 
in preventing entry into the coun- 
try of former Chinese residents.

Many Plan Demonstration 


HITS FORD'S BID 


Calls Muscle Shoals Offer 
Inferior to Others 
Both from Financial and 
Farmer Standpoint 
Cites Less Return by Sale 
Than on Rental Basis 


BY DONALD EWING 

(EXCLASIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 3.— Henry 
Ford's bid for Muscle Shoals is 
inferior to the other offers, not 
only from the standpoint of finan- 
cial return to the government, but 
from the standpoint of benefit to 
the farmers, Maj.-Gen. C. C. Wil- 
liams, Army Chief of Ordinance, 
testified today before the Senate 
Agriculture committee. 
He found af! bids received thus 
far acceptable from the standpoint 
of national preparedness, though 
stipulating that this approval ap- 
plied to the Ford offer only when 
it included an amendment attached 
to his bid by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, when it passed the bill. 

His analysis was on a basis of a 
fifty-year Aease—and he pointed 
out that Ford's offer is for a hun- 
dred-year lease and that conse- 
quently his gain and the govern- 
ment’s loss would be proportion- 
ately much greater than the fig- 
ures he cited would indicate. 


COMPARES OFFERS 

“Frim the standpoint of elec 
tric power alone, not includi 
manufacturers .of fertilizer, the 
Ford offer will in fifty re re- 
turn to the government $115,906,- 
06," he said. “The Alabama 
Power Company's offer will re- 
turn $134,909,320, while the Hook- 
er bid would bring $113,274,738. 
The Union Carbide Company's bid 
cannot be compared with these be- 
cause it is for only a small unit 
of the power site.” 
Then he repeated his statement 
of the day before that at the end 
of ** years under the Ford of- 
fer, all properties would belo to 
Ford, while under the other offers, 
all properties still would belong 
to the government. Thus Ford 
would get outright for about $115,- 
000,000 properties for which the 
power company was willing to pay 
. $134,000,000 merely as ren- 


Turning to fertilizer, he said no 
figures could be given hecause it 
he d not in any way established 
what it would cost to produce ni- 
trogen furtilizer or whether it is 
feasible to produce it. 


WORTH MORE AS JUNK 

“But we can estimate that at 
the end of fifty years the proper- 
ties will be worth more as junk 
than Ford pays for them and he 
still would have the enormous 
profit as well as the properties.” 

“The Ford offer,” he continued, 
“contemplates possible manufac- 
ture of 40,000 tons of nitrogen per 
year. The power company offer 
contemplates installation and man- 
ufactyre of 6000 tons of nitrogen 
perye@ar, and should this undertak- 
ing prove successful, they will ex- 
pand the production of nitrogen 
until it reaches the total of 60,000 
tons a year. This offer also provide 
that 60,000 horse wer from Dam 
No. 2, and 40,000 horse power from 
Dam No. 3, will be sold at cost to 
manufacture fertilizer. It also 
provides that 40,000 horsepower 
will be reserved for sale to manu- 
facturers of fertilizers at the prices 
and terms prescribed by the Fed- 
eral Power Commission.” 

Gen. Williams did not discuss 
the Norris-Keller bill for Federal 
ownership with operation by a 
nonpolitical civilian board, which 
would see that farmers get fertil- 
izer and that manufacturers get 
power at the lowest possible rates.

CHARTER ISSUE 


Are Optimistic 
Say City Procedure Will be 


on Business Basis 


Cite Features Which Make 
Improvement Possible 


Whether Los Angeles is to have 
a new, modern city charter or is 
te continue under the handicaps 
and disadvantages of a charter 
alopted thirty-five years ago will 
be determined by the voters of this 
city next Tuesday. Those in charge 
of the campaign o obtain adop- 
tion of the new measure are con- 
fident that it will be carried. 


The greatest argument in favor 
wf the proposed new city charter, 
which is Proposition No. 1 on the 
hallot ‘'uesday, the 6th inst., is 
the fact that it makes possible 
modern business methods in our 
municipal procedure, 

While the new city charter ts 
mot radically different from the 
present one, yet the functions of 
every branch of the government 
are so clearly defined that there 
is no chance for the existence of 
conflict of authority such as exists 
under the present charter. Every 
provision shows the clear inten- 
tion of introducing modern, effi- 
cient business methods. 


FEATURES OF CHARTER 

The following features show how 
these business methods are made 
possible: 

The Mayor appoin all com- 
misionr and is responsible for the 
preparation of the financial budg- 
et—both of revenue and expend- 
iture. Thus with this control of 
fmances and the power of appoint- 
ment and removal, he becomes the 
executi--e head of the entire city 
and actually responsible for the 
actions of every board 

All dminietrative duties have 
been removed from the City Coun- 
cil and ned to various city 
departments. Thus the Council be- 
comes a distinctive legislative body. 
Even the po re to purchase has 
become removed from the Council 
and all purctases will be made by 
the purchasing ent in co-opera- 
tion with the heads of departments 
for which they are intended. 


BUDGET DEPARTMENT 

A department of budget and ef- 
ficiency is also provided which 
will assist the Mayor in the prep- 
aration of the budgets and make 
recommendations for better et- 
ficiency in the various depart- 
ments. 

All city departments are put on 
a standard basis under citizens’ 
boards ot five, who serve without 
pay and are directly responsible 
to the Mayor. Each board has a 
general manager who is executive 
head of that department. 

The present delay in street im- 
provement work is due largely to 
the conflict of authority between 
the Board of Public Works, City 
Engineer and the City Council. 
Under the new charter the only 
action taken by the City Council 
is the initiation of street proceed- 
ings, after which all details of the 
entire improvement are handled 
by the Board of Public Works, the 
Council having no further action 
in the matter.

Southland Body Seeks 
Strength of Numbers to 
Solve Air Probleme

For the benefit of those who aid 
not hear the address made by N. 
KE. Brown at KHJ last Thursday 
night, it is repeated in this 
column: 

“About two years ago when radio 
broadcast was just starting and 
all of the stations were at 360 
meters, the problem of allotting 
time for the different stations was 
a knotty one. In order to meet 
the situation the radio broadcast 
stations worked out a program that 
was to serve the best interests of 
‘everybody, and at about this time 
it wae realized that although the 
amateur radio telegraph operators 
were sharply regulated by the De- 
partment of Commerce they were, 
in the rightful pursuit of their 
hobby, causing some interference 
(but not a small per cent of hat 
they were blamed with) and 80 
that you and I might more satis- 
factorily enjoy the fruits of radio 
they collaborated with the broad- 
casters and became a party to the 
gentlemen's agreement called the 
Pacific Plan, and it is worthy of 
note that it was the only suof 
agreement that was recognized by 
the Department of Commerce and 
allowed to live out its stipulated 
life. By this act you will see that 
the radio amateur of his own vo- 
lition greatly curtailed his own 
‘freedom of the air that you and I 
might have better use of it. 

“For the last three or four 
months the Southern California 
Radio Association has been study- 
ing interference in thie locality 
and has decided that it will be 
necessary to construct special 
equipment with which to locate 
and analyze different forms of in- 
terference to the end that these 
troubles may be eliminated or 
reduced to the lowest point, and 
in order to help us to do this 
work we are asking everybody 
that is interested in radio, better 
radio, to join our association that 
the work may have the advantage 
and strength of numbers, for we 
all know that ff something of this 
nature that will result in good for 
great numbers its to be done, a 
properly organized association and 
not an individual must take the 
work in hand. 

“The Southern California Asso- 
ciation has. been primarily an 
aswociation of the amateur radio 
operators. afflicted with the other 
American and Canadian associa- 
tions and clubs through an organ- 
ization known as the American 
Radio Relay League. 

“It is quite generally believed 
that the amateur and the broad- 
cast listener have so much in com- 
mon that an association that could 
function in the interest of both 
le highiv needed; in other words 
these two factions should combine 
their strength and influence for 
the good of radio and so the loca!

The vocational bureau in Nebraska has 
been investigating the ambitions of the 
people of the State. More than 25,000 high- 
school students. were asked to name their 
occupational goal. Naturally there were a 
great many who expected to become law- 
yers, but public service did not carry much 
of an appeal. Only one out of the lot indi- 
cated a definite hope of becoming Presi- 
dent of the United States, while at least 
five candidly admitted that the real money 
was in the bootlegging game and they ex- 
pressed a purpose to thus engage them- 
selves. The score is, therefore, shown to 
be about five to one against law enforce 
ment so far as this sextet is concerned. 

Two were willing to go to Congress, while 
five boys and four girls hoped to make poli- 
tics their profession, but most of the boys 
took to farming or engineering and most 
of the girls to stenography and teaching. 
In spite of the big wages in trades like 
those of the bricklayer, the plasterer, the 
plumber and the painter, nineteen boys 
wanted to be auctioneers, but only four 
expected to ,become stonemasons.

| SING THE SUN’S RAYS 

Popular Mechanics reports a success- 
ful attempt to transform solar energy into 
heat. The experiment is based on plans 
originally devised by John Ericsson, in- 
ventor of the ironclad Monitor, which revo- 
jlutionized naval methods and rendered 
wooden war vessels obsolete. The new 
“solar furnace” consists of twenty-five mir- 
rors placed in a circle which slants funnel. 
like toward the center. As each mirror 
works separately the sunlight is reflected 
from all the mirrors upon a central lens. 
It hag been found that a patch of sunlight 
ten feet square may be made to yield as 
much heat as comes from the combustion 


intense heat resulting from the condensed 
rays ordinary metals melt and pass off as 
gases. By increasing the number of lenses 
and mirrors the intensity of the tempera- 
ture can be increased proportionately, The 
greatest difficulty to be overcome, before 
solar furnaces can be utilized for practical 
purposes, results from the fact that the 
light is condensed upon a single small 
point, about one-fourth of an inch in diam- 
eter, this being the working part of the fur- 
nace. Experiments are now being made 
in attempts to conduct heat from the red- 
hot center to the rooms in a house and, if 
“heat conductors” can be produced, the so- 
ae will become a practical propo- 
sition.

The tax rate of Los Angeles wil! 
be increased only $.016 per $100 to 
pay the carrying and retirement 
charges on the bonds as against 
$.54 per $100 that crime is costing 
the people of the city.

EXPLAINS CHARTER BALLOT 


the City Council, pointed out yes- 
terday that Proposition 2 on the 
ballot is not, as some voters seem 
to have thought an amendment 
to the existing charter but an al- 
ternative provision of the pro- 
posed new charter. 

“There seems to be some uncer- 
talnty.“ said Workman, “as to the 
meaning of the so-called charter 
alternative, question No. 2 on the 
ballot.

If the 
Power Bureau secures the com- 
pany'’s electric properties the Rail- 


the Power Bureau can continue to 
spend its revenues and fix its rates 
as it pleases, subject only to a per- 
functory approval of the rates, but 
not the expenditures, by a majority) 
of the City Council.

HIGHWAY LOADS 

Proposition No. 11—This is a 
referendum on an ordinance 
adopted last September by the City

be made possible by the building 
of a dam at Boulder Dam or at an- 
other site selected by the United 
States government engineers. The 
Times has for years consistently 
urged the carrying out of this 
great Colorado River development 
project. The Times approved as @ 
great constructive step by Secretary 
of Commerce Herbert Hoover, the 
Colorado River Compact as the 
first necessary step to be taken by 
the Southwestern States as a foun- 
dation upon which any develop- 
ment project planned for the river 
must rest. California was, one of 
the first States to ratify that com- 
pact, and all of the other inter- 
ested States have done so except 
Arizona. Under Secretary Hoover's 
plan, the compact would be a 
treaty between the States setting 
forth the rights of each to the 
waters of the Colorado River. 

The Power Bureau “straw vote” 
asks informal authority from the 
voters to enter into a contract with 
the Federal government for a share 
for Los Angeles of Boulder Dam 
electric energy.

Through 
the correction of abuses in this 
type of advertising the bureau 
renders a definite service to the 
reputable retail advertiser. 

Most concerns that ise compara- 
tives admit difficulty in keeping 
them truthful. A store adopts an 
honest policy, but it must depend 
on employees to carry out this 


licy. 
Theoretically comparative price 
and value advertising is all right, 


but actually it does not always 
work out. So we do not recom- 
mend it. We thing it would 


be better to discontinue it alto- 
gether than to run the risk of 
having it wrong. 

A comparative price is the state- 
ment of a former price . contrast- 
ed with the present sale price. It 
should ziways be the price of the 
merchandise just immediately be- 
fore the sale price. It is an abuse 
of the comparative price to cite 
any price except an immediate for- 
mer price. Occasionally we find 
merchants mene comparative 
prices that existed during the war. 
is is manifestly unfair. 


MATTER OF OPINION 
Comperative value is a matter 
| of opinion on the part of the ad- 


vertiser as to what the merchan- 
dise is worth today. When a mer- 
chant advertises. a “$25 dress for 
315.“ he means che dress is val- 
ued at $25.

In handling such a case we pro- 
tect the truthful advertiser and the 
public, and in many cases are com- 
mended by a store guilty of a 
wrong practice after it has become 
conviuced that only truthful ad- 
vertising sells merchandise. 

Stores which advertise like this, 
“We save you $20 on * suit 
purchased,” are stating effect 
that their competitors * too 
much for their merchandise. 

The bureau determines whether 
such statements are true. If they 
are not, then it is to the interest 
of the advertiser to stop them.

the sense of the starkest, exam- 
ple of it that I remember was 
furnished by one of our “min- 
strels,” in days when our humor 
of a certain grade was masked by 
burnt cork, when our humorous 
entertainments were explicit and 
professional, and not yet amateur 
and post-prandial, This § artist 
came to the front of the stage and 
in a sulky, then a shamefaced, 
then a resigned, dnd finally a sav- 
age Manner remarked many times 
in an appalling crescendo ending 
in a shouting climax that his gir! 


sions of glee. 

The same effect I recall obtained 
by Mark Twain at a dinner given 
to Mr. Brander Matthews—by his 
friends and thus a large though an 
intimate occasion.

Are Clearing, 


Conservative Optimism Is Keynote of Business; Skies 


Observers Say 


Conservative — 4 mism expresses 
the dominant note in Los Angeles 
business and financial circles. The 
week has been devoid of impor- 
tant commitments, but on the other 
hand, the banking situation is 
firm, and while funds are not avail- 
able for new enterprises unless 
they are exceptionally well backed 
there appears to be no material 
lack of money for legitimate pur- 


poses. 

The spending power of the pub- 
lic is well sustained and spring 
goods are moving in seasonal vol- 
ume which merchants say 2 
compare favorably with corre- 
sponding periods a year ago. The 
foot-and-mouth epidemic which 
has seriously affected’ some lines 
immediately and more remotely af- 
filated with the live stock and 
dairy industries is subsiding and 
fewer new cases are reported. A 
modification of strict cuarantine 
regulations will have a beneficial 
effect upon trade in general. Bank 
deposits are growing now that the 
income and local tax periods have 
passed. There is considerable un- 
employment, but the requirements 
of the farm are reducing this and 
with better quarantine conditions 
a further improvement will be 
noted. Many inquiries are being 
received m eastern manufac- 
turers interested in industrial pos- 
sibilities in Southern California, 
and in epite of current drawbacks 
the outlook for a material exten- 
sion along this line during the re- 
mainder of the pear appears excel- 
lent.

Mentzer e Economic Service says:

Lower Discount Rate Has Far 
Reaching Effect 


Bond Business Brisk; Stocks 
Also in Demand

The outstanding topic of conver- 
sation in financial circles toward 
the close of the week was the ac- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Bank 
at New York in reducing the re- 
discount rate. The far-reaching 
effect of this action on the security 
markets, because of the conditions 
it reflects, cannot be over empha- 
sized. Not only has it brought} 
about a vigorous rally in the stock 
market, but it bespeaks on exten- 
sive improvement in prices of 
bonds, preferred stocks and other 
investment issues. 
In a way, the Federal reserve 
system of the United States is a 
credit clearinghouse for banks. In- 
dividua] banks advance money to 
individual] customers and receive 
collateral therefor. In turn, the 
banks may rehypothecate the col- 
lateral with the Federal reserve 
bank. This is the process of re- 
discounting and the facilities of 
the Federal organization have 
meant much to the nation’s bank 
ing. aystem. 

ut now, money is so plentiful 

that banks are not using the Fed- 
eral reserve facilities to any great 
extent. This reflects easy money 
condition, a supply of money far 
n excess of demand. Thus, the 
cost of capital, otherwise known as 
interest rates, continues to decline. 
At such times, many millions of 
dollars seek employment in sound 
investment securities. Government 
bonds are in great demand. High 
yield corporation and utility bonds 
are eagerly bought in large blocks. 
Bonds which have been issued to 
Yield as much as 7 per cent begin 
to rise, and the new purchasers 
pay prices which indicate a smaller 
return, yet still higher than bank 
and government bond rates. , 


BOND BUSINESS BRISK 

The bond business is brisk. Many 
investors with speculative tenden- 
cles are withdrawing funds from 
speculative pursuits and buying 
bonds. Money heretofore employed 
in speculative realty ventures is 
being diverted into bonds and the 
problem of the bond dealer is not 
so much how to find customers as 
how to secure bonds for customers, 

The feason for this is not far 
to seek. New issues of sound, high 
yield bonds are allotted to dealers 
all over the United States. The 
participation of each is therefore 
decidedly limited. As a result, 
these bonds are usually sold out 
@s soon as offered. When such 
conditions arise, the conservative 
investor knows he cannot go far 
wrong in buying high-yield bonds 
and preferred stocks of well-ea- 
tablished industrial and public 
utility corporations. 


STOCKS IMPROVE 

The tmprovement in speculative 
stocks is marked and bide fair to 
continue, though it does not neces- 
sarily indicate a definite re 
of trend for any protracted period 
to come. The technica] poaition of 
the stock market is stil] very 
strong, due to a large and nervous 
short interest.

and understanding of art! 

Art does not aim to teach geog- 
landscapes. nor, does, it 
intend to offer an expensive substi- 
tute for photography in portrait- 
ure. Its ultimate aim is to place us 
above the commonplace of our ev- 
eryday existence; whether we gain 
much or little from the contact de- 
pends entirely upon our own con- 
ceptiop and emotional response. 
One distinction, however, must be 
taken into consideration in making 
selectionse—the distinction between 
good and bad art. Bad art should 
be shunned as bad company or bad 
food, since it is just as detrimental 
to the advancement of human wel- 
fare. I use the term dad art“ 
arbitrarily, as there is no such 
thing as bad art: when art is bad 
it is not art. And a work of art 
is always a work of art, regardless 
of manner or *treatment. 

Modern art is the synthesis of 
these aims. It is the “realism” 
realized through selection rather 
than through superficial observa- 
tion. It has risen from the mere 
method of representation to pure 
creation. By its individuality and 
originality it has gained an un- 
questionable following. Its support- 
ers and adherents need not feel 
that they are siding with a losing 
cause. The last report from Paris 
t states that the Societe des Inde- 


do | pendants, formerly the only clear- 


inghouse for modern art, is losin 


pick | its best exhibitors because, most, 


the saions in Paris are now accépt- 
ing modern art as a matter of 
course. 

A jury that is blind to these 
facts exposes itself to three dis- 
tinct classifications: It is either in- 
tolerant or narrow-minded; it 


possesses inferior judgment and is 


ignorant of the underlying princi- 
ples of art, or it is cowardly and 
fears the effect of the new be- 
side the old. Furthermore, it is 


not serving the public honestly. 


This is often advanced: “What 
does the public know about art?“ 
if the public is not conversant 
with art, it is surely the busi- 
neas of exhibitions to remedy that 
deficiency.

| The fret prise of $1500 was 
awarded to Augustus E. John of 
London, Eng., for his far-famed 
“Madame Suggia.” Gio- 
vanni magnoli of Bolgzna, Italy, 
was winner of the second prize of 
$1000 for his pajnting, “After the 
Bath.” He is the youngest artist 
who has ever won so important an 
award at the Pittsburg salon. 
where he is exhibiting for the first 
time in North America. Daniel 
Garber of Lumberville, Pa., was 
the sole American who won & 
prize. His peinting, “Sycamores, 
took third prize with an award of 


$500. The first honorable mention : 


which carries with it a prize of 
$300 went to  Othon 
Frenchman. The other honorable 
mentions were awarded to Am- 
broge McEvoy of London, Eng.: 
Vincene Benes of Prague, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and Savely Sorine of 
Paris, France, who is now painting 
in New York City. 

Augustus E. John, the winner of 
the first prise, ts the outstanding 
figure among English artists. He 
ia not only a great artist, but a 

t personality. He was born at 
enby, Eng., in 1878. He received 
his art education at the Slade 
School in London and later studied 
at Paris. During the war he held 
a commission ag official artist in 
the Canadian Corps.and exhibited 
at the Canadian War Memorial 
Exhibition in 1919 a cartoon for a 
large decoration, “Canadians Op- 
posite Lens.” He was later com- 
missioned by the Imperial authori- 
tles to paint the chief characters 
of the Peace Conference. These 
rtraits include two of the Emir 
aisal] and of Mr. W. M. Hughes 
and those of Lieut.-Col. T. E. Law- 
rence (presented to the Tate Gal- 
lery by the Duke of Westminster.) 
Sir Robert Borden and Mr: Mas- 
sey. He also painted portraits of 
Lloyd George (1916,) Bernard 
Shaw (1916,) Lord Fisher (1917. 
Lord Summer (1918-18.) and the 
Marchesa Casati (1818-19.)

The mem- 
bers of the jury of award were 
Paul Albert Sesnard of Paris, 
France; A. J. Munnings of Lon- 
don, Eng.; Emil Carlson of New 
York, and Rockwell Kent of Ar- 
lington, Vt. 

The Carnegie Institute Interna- 
tional was begun in 1396, and each 
year since that time, with the ex- 
ception of the five years of the war, 
an exhibition has been held. It is 
the only one of ite kind on the 
American continent, and in fact, 


Douglas shows his ability to han- 
dle strong color with a bite“ to 
it. Rust color and greens of the 
salt marsh, pool of water refiect- 
ing the blue sky, blue line of the 
Pacific, and the tumbled rack of 
morning cloud bank. The simplic- 
ity and strength .of his composi- 
tions is surprising in a young art- 
ist, indeed the entire equipment he 
brings to his work leads us to 
prophecy once more a great fu- 
ture for him.

Douglas has a real affinity: for 
old shacks and farm bvyildings. 
“Deserted Farm” has a fine, sim- 
ple compositfon. of sun and 


shadow, keen clear air and good 
‘color. “The Shack” is keenly felt 
‘and well painted. “An Old Road” 


is in different key from any of the 
others. The artist looks against 
the light over a landscape ot fresh 
green, a spring day in California, 
LAght-colored buildings in the fore- 
ground and distance — just such a 
scene as can be found on the out- 
skirte of Los Angeles. Again we 
see the true artist need not travel 
far from home to find subject- 
matter. 

Douglas still has plenty to learn. 
He is occasionally overrough in his 
handling, a trifie raw in colors, but 
he has something to express, and 
his personality finds its way into 
most of these pictures, even in 
those few here one feels most 
strongly t influence of one or 
two big Eastern painters. A young 
man cannot do amiss to studv the 
finest models he can find, and 
Douglas has undoubtedly studied 
some of the best painters whose 
work has been shown here. After 
all this is one of the surest ways 
to evelvé one’s own manner, and in 
a number of these pictures he 
shows a manner distinctively his 
own. If he continues the good 
work, one can scarcely prophecy 
too interesting a future for him.

Fiction as a criticiem of life un- 
doubtedly reaches its highest level.

This author, who quite evidently 
takes his presumptive ability as 
an analyst of character with a

It would probably 
be an exaggeration to say that 
Wilson's failure and the subsequent 
refusal of the United States to 
remit any of the debt owed by 
Britain on war account have nul- 
Uned all of the progress made in 
Anglo-American relations through 
co-operating during the war, but 
that theee affairs have greatly dis- 
counted the gain then made is la- 
mentably true. It is not the rights 
and wrongs of these matters that 
count; ‘t is the mental reactions.” 

In this connection it might be 
germane to suggest that possibly 
the wholly gratuitous and unwar- 
rented stateme’.t by Ambassador 
Harvey, in an addresg in London, 
stating that América went into the 
great war solely for selfish pur- 
poses, may have been a factor in 
the present state of British fee)- 
ing. But since Col. Harvey writes 
the introduction to this book, the 
author politely refrains frum any 
reference to that somewhat im- 
portant incident in American- 
British relations.

USEFUL INVENTIO 


It is well known that pure quartz 
possesses the property of 
transmitting, very abundantly, the 
so-called chemical rays of light, by 
means of which photographic ef- 
fects are produced, and it has often 
been attempted to make photo- 
graphic plates. of quartz alone.

There is no function of govern- 


ment for which a specific charge is 
made which cannot be more effi- 
ciently and more economically 
rendered by private business, 
taxed and regulated by law. 

The $21,990,000 pow - 
er bond issue and the claims de- 
hind it are the best illustration of 
that economic fact. The city pow- 
er plants cannot produce a power 
supply to supply the power de- 
mand even with the odds all in 
their favor and the bonds asked 
will not increase by a single horse- 
power the city’s power supply. 

Trey will, if approved, make it 
necessary for the city to buy more 
power from the power corporation 
which now supplies most of the 


supply in the local field. That 
means that the political Power 
Bureau will. have to hire more 


clerks, rent more offices and make 
more money from the users of 
power to pay operating costs, in 
this case, the. middleman’s profit. 
The city is a power retailer in a 
large sense, @ power producer in 
very small way. 

Private companies have ex- 

nded millions of dollars of cit- 
zen-*tockholders’' money to build 
plants, acquire rights of way and 
string distributing lines in order 
to serve the people. They are reg- 
ulated to the finest degree both 
as to rates and service. They pay 
taxes to city, State and govern- 
ment, thereby relieving other tax- 
payers, to about 10 per cent of 
their revenues. They have a right 
to live and grow. 


AUTOCRATIC BUREAU 


The autocratic Power Bureau is 
unrestricted and un ulated as to 
rates ard operation. It gives serv- 
ice as ‘t pleases and the only rea- 
son its rates are within reason is 
that it is in competition with pri- 
vate companies.

More Than Four Hundred Thousand Will Be Spent 


on Street Standards in Various Parts of City 


More than $400.000 will be spent in the near future for street- 


lighting standards in various parts of the city, according to 
report of the Municipal Art Commission, which has 


the monthly

proval to the designs for the standards. During the month the com- 
mission approved plans for various structures involving a total er- 
penditure of $1,062,250. The largest individual project was the viaduct 


to be built across the Los Angeles River at Ninth street. 


This via- 


duct was designed by the Los Angeles Engineering Department. 


Street lighting systems which 
will cost $100,000 were approved 
for Santa Barbara avenue from 
Main street to Western avenue, 
and for Flower street from Third 
to Washington street. Alvarado 
street, from Sixth street to Glen- 
dale Boulevard, will have a sys- 
tem which will cost $60,000, and 
Hillhurst avenue, which was re- 
cently paved, will have a new 
lighting system extending from 
Hollywood Boulevard to Los 
Feliz Boulevard, to cost about 
$50,000. 

A modern system will also be 
installed on Santa Monica Boule- 
vard, from 10lst to 122nd street, 
Bawtelle. at a cost of $40,000. 
Other streets to be similarly im- 

ved are First, from Hoover to 

ermont; Juanita avenue from 


Beverly Boulevard from Juanita 
avenue to Vermont avenue: Bron- 
son avenue from Franklin avenue

Sewer Systems

SAN FERNANDO VALLEY, 
May 3.—Simultaneously Burbank 
and San Fernando cities will en- 
gage in the installation of sewer 


systems. During the week San 
Fernando voters authorized the 
sale of a $90,000 block of bonds for 
this purpose, while Burbank 
adopted a resolution of intention 
to proceed with a like improve- 
ment under the 1911 bonding act. 
at an estimated cost of $300,000. 

The San Fernando plant will 
provide a veptic tank In Pacoima 
wash and that of Burbank con- 
templates a similar plant at Pio- 
neer and Empire streets. The ul- 
timate disposal system te be em- 
ployed by each city, however, will 
be afforded by the Los Angeles city 
outfall to be installed by the 
metropolis for the relief of the San 
Valley annexation dis- 
trict. 

The San Fernando system will. 
consist of 7000 feet of mains serv- 
ing the business district, with later- 
als to be installed later under the 
provisionn of the bonding act. In 
Burbank the estimate calls for 
approximately fifty miles of maine 
and laterals ranging up to twenty- 
four inches. Specifications call for 
pumping stations on Scott Road, 
on Varney street and a third on 
Flower street. 

The first unit of this eystem win 
serve the industrial distfict and 
plans for rushing installation wil) 
be in order. TPs second unit win 
serve the business section and the 
third will be spread throughout 
the residence district. A bond is~ 
sue of last year carried an item of 
$25,000 for the acquisition of a site 
for the disposal plant and instalia- 
tion. Forty acres were acquired 
for this purpose at an outlay of 
$17,000, leaving $7000 in the fund 
avaliable for use in developing the 
sewer farm.

Foundations Laid by Unus 


ual Methods 


Pile 


HD Raymond Concrete 
T Company, a member ot 
the Southern California Chap- 
ter, Associated General Contrac- 
tors of America, last week complet- 
ed the work of driving 200 rein- 


forced concrete piles on a lot 207 
by 142 feet at the northwest cor- 
ner of Sixth street and Rampart 
Boulevard. The work was being 
done to provide a foundation for 
a part one and part two-story store, 
school and garage structure which 
is to be erected on the premises 
by the Benton Way and Rampart 
Boulevard Company. 

Driving of the piles attracted 
widespread attention and daily dur- 
ing the last ten days large crowds 
gathered at the site of the opera- 
tions to witness the big pile-driv- 
ing machine pounding its steel 
shaft into the earth to depths of 
forty and fifty feet. So heavy was 
the impact during this process that 


buildings within a radius of one 
and two blocks were shaken as if 
by an earth temblor. : 

In boring the earth the pile- 
driving machine carries with its 
bore the metal form into which 
the concrete is poured after the 
boring has been completed. The 
form is fastened around the steel 
bore, the latter consisting of four 
sections which are made to con- 
tract after the shaft has been sunk 
to the depth desired. The boring 


shaft is then lifted and the metal | 


form remains in the ground. Con- 
erete is immediately poured into 
the form. The building, which 
will be constructed upon the Ray- 
mond piles, will be of the class C 
type. It will contain sixteen stores 
and a large garage on the first 
floor and a spacious room above 
which will be utilized by a bust- 
ness college. The complete struc- 
ture was d ed by Fred Dorn, 
local architect, and will cost ap- 
proximately $150,000.

Gold mines in Northern Ontario 
are now providing employment for 
about 7000 men, with steadily in- 
creasing demand. Enlargements 
of the work of a number of mines 
will probably require at least 2800 
additional men within the next 
twelve montha. Whereas it re- 
cently came as a great revelation 
to the mining world that the gold 
mines of Northern Ontario 
assurance of 
would ultimately be 
hundreds of millions of dollars, it 
now more important te find 
these resources growing steadily, 
to a point where the miners are 
talking in billions.

MIXED FARMING PAYING 

WINNIPEG (Man.) — Mixed 
farming in Manitoba has made un- 
usual progress in recent years, ac- 
cording to Premier. John Bracken, 
Although wheat is commonly re- 
garded as Manitoba's most impor- 
tant crop, its value in 1923 was 
only twice as great as dairy and 
allied products, Production of 
creamery and dairy butter made 
remarkable strides last year. Since 
1913 the value of creamery butter 
in Manitoba has grown (from 
$4,000,000 to $11,000,000. Dairy 
butter in the same peried increased 
fm value from $4,000,000 to $9,000,- 
000. In two years Manitoba has 
developed from an porter to an 
exporter of dairy products. The 
output of spring rye is rapidly in- 
creasing, the flax crop of 1923 was 
the most valuable ever grown and 
the production of honey has 
jumped 2,500,000 pounds in four 
years.

10 LICENSE PAPER 

TORONTO.—Ontarto is taking 
two important steps for the pro- 
motion of sounder forest industries 
in the province. One provides for 
an embargo on the export of hard- 
woods cut from Crown lands: the 
other provides for the licensing of 
all new lumber, pulp or paper 


mills. 
The hardwood embargo, it is 
anticipated, will have a tendency 


to concentrate furniture, sewing 
machines and similar factories in 
Canada. In the past Ontario hard- 
woods have been exported to fac- 
tories in the United States for 
manufacture, 

The scheme to license mills us- 
ing timber was forecast some 
weeks ago, when it was stated it 
‘would be the policy of Hon. James 
Lyons, the new. Minister of Lands 
and Forests, to contro] the estab- 
lishment of new pulp and paper 
mills in the province in order to 
prevent mills being erected that 


would flood the market with prod 


ucts beyond the saturation point. 
It will enable the province also to

A market, in the broad commercial sense, consists. of a 


large number of consumers, reasonably accessible from a com- 
mon distributing point, who have economic wants and the 


ability to pay for the satisfaction of those wants. 


Improve- 


ment in any one of the contributing factors—an increase in the 
number of consumers, improved accessibility, more “wants,” 
or increased buying power—makes a better market. 


The market available to Los An- 
geles is attractive in all of these 
respects. The primary market con- 
sists of California and parts of 
Arizona, Utah and Nevada. Sec- 
ondary markets exist in other 


more distant sections of the United, 


States and in Mexico, South Amer- 
ica, the orient and other foreign 


countries which are within reach 
of ships operating out of the Port 
of Los Angeles. 

The State of California itself of- 
fers a lucrative market for a wide 
variety of goods. Geographically 
the second largest State of the 
forty-eight, it already embraces 
over three and one-half million 
people, and the fact that it has in- 
creased in population more than 
130 per cent since 1900 indicates a 
decided tendency toward rapid set- 
tlement. Even with the exceptional 
immigration which this State has 
already experienced, the density of 
its population in 1920 was only 
twenty-two persons to the square 
mile, while some of the older agri- 
cultural States have more than 100 
inhabitants per square mile. Al- 
though California farms are the 
most productive of any in the coun- 
try. as yet only 29.6 per cent of 
the land is in farms and less than 
41 per cent $f these farms are im- 
proved. The room for further ex- 
pansion, therefore, is great. 

PEOPLE ARE PROSPEROUS 

The people of this State, sup- 
ported by a wide diversity of prod- 
ucts, are notably prosperous. Re- 
cei from Federal income and 
miscellaneous taxes during the last 
fiscal year indicate that California 
has the greatest income per capita 
in the Union. Receipts from corpor- 
ations and individuals were $8%,- 
251,000 as against $91,860,000 sup- 
plied by twelve! other Western 
States, Alaska, Hawaii, the Philip- 
pine Islands, Vermont and Dela- 
ware combined. 

Calculated on the basis of pres- 
ent population, and without con- 
sideration of its exceptional pur- 
chasing power, total consumption 
figures for the United States would 
indicate that California already 
consumes about $2,000,000,000 
worth of manufactured goods 
nually. Purchases of cotton goods 
amount to something over 
000,000 per year, and ot agricul- 
tural implements about 313,000. 
000. In the last calendar year 
over 226.000 automdbfies and 
trucks were marketed within the 
State, each one increasing the de- 
mand fer tires and automobile ac- 
cessories. 


Because of the diversity of in- 


dustry in California and the pres- 


ence of many wealthy persons 
from other parts of the world, the 
list of goods in demand is a broad 
one. Along with practically every 
article of the luxury group it in- 
cludes all goods in general use by 
agriculturists, stock raisers, min- 
ers, oil producers, artisans, refiner- 
les, frult canneries and packing- 
houses. The rapid development of 
the State industrially has created 
a steady and increasing demand 
for iron and steel and their prod- 
uets, for the construction of rail- 
roads, bridges, ships, factories and 
factory equipment. The tremend- 
ous building activity which has ac- 
companied the era of immigration, 
which may have only begun, has 
made Los Angeles what is said 
to be the best market in the world 
for lumber, cement, paint and 
other building materials as well as 
for all articles with which new 
buildings must be equipped. It is 
estimated that the city of Los An- 
geles alone consumes $75,060,000 
worth of furniture annually with- 
out inclusion of the many house- 
hold conveniences such as electric 
irons, vacuum cleaners and wash- 
ing machines, which go with home 
building. 

NEARNESS OF SEABOARD 

All of the increasingly important 
California market is within com- 
paratively short distance from the 
waboard and Los Angeles is one 
of the two feasible porte from 
which it can be reached by goods 
brought in by rail or water or 
manufactured locally. This city is 
within short-haul trucking distance 
of more than one million people. 
It is the one port within reach of 
that section which is experiencing 
the greatest present development, 
and it i rapidly commanding « 
more advantageous position as a 
distributing point for the State as 
a whole and Yor adjacent States in 
the Southwest. 

Until comparatively recent years 
Gan Francisco had been the un- 
rivalled metropolis of the State. 
There was good reason for this. 
During the early settlement of 
California and for many years af- 
terward, most of the population 
was in the mining and grain re- 
gions of the northern counties. Los 
Angeles was far south of the center 
of population. In 1860 Sacramento 
county alone cormeined as many 
people as there were in ail South- 


ern California: The ter of pop- 
ulation was then mt twenty 
miles north of an east and 


line through San Francisco. Since 
that time conditions have changed 
radically. 
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The population of the State has 
been gravitating constantly toward 
the south. The greatest increases 
in population shown by each decen- 
nial census since 1880 have been 
in the southern counties. The 1910 
census showed increases in popula- 
tion of more than 50 per cent for 
all of the southern counties except 
two, and in these two counties the 
increases were between 25 per cent 
and 50 per cent. In the same ten- 
year period nine counties of North- 
ern California lost in population. 
The center of population had 
moved by 1900 to a point near 
Merced, and in 1920, according to 
the Census Bureau, was 36.2 miles 
southwest of Fresno. The center 
of population, as defined by the 
Census Bureau, is “the cenier of 
gravity.” or that point from which 
all of the people can be reached 
with the least amount of travel. 
This point has been moving south- 
ward at the rate of approximately 
3.2 miles per. year and is now 
(1224) probably about fifty miles 
south-southwest of Fresno, which 
would make it approximately 258 
miles from Los Angeles and 286 
miles from San Francisco, by rail. 

Angeles Harbor has appar- 
entiy become, therefore, the port 
from which all of e people in 
the State can be reached with the 
leagt amount of travel, and every 
additional three-mile advance of 
the center of population toward 
the sorth will give this city an 
added advantage of six miles over 
northern eities. 

e movement in California to- 
ward the seuth is of no more im- 
portance to Los Angeles than the 
constant shifting , of the nation's 
population toward the West, which 
is filling up the back ntry of 
the Pacific Coast and bringing this 
city within closer reach of large 
numbers of people. The center of 
population ef the United States, 
which was near Daltimore in 1790, 
was in 1920 in the western halt of 
Indiana, and the remarkable mi- 
gration toward the Far West wit- 
nessed in the last three years has 
undoubtedly carried it still farther 
toward the Pacific Coast. Each 
year, therefore, it is becoming pos- 
sible for Los Angeles manufactur- 
ers and distributors to reach a 
greater number of consumers with- 
in the same transportation radius. 


COST OF TRANSPORTATION 
The cost of transportation is one 
of the chief factors of distribution. 


Freight costs vary with the dis- 
tance over which goods are trans- 
ported, although not alwav« in ex- 
act proportion. It has been shown 
that the total distance between 
Los Angeles and the consumers 
within its territory has been de- 
creasing stcadily, by reason of 
movements of the population south 
and west. This means, for one 
thing, a decrease in the price at 
which goods distributed from Los 
Angeles can be sold in competi- 
tion with goods from northern

The city, however, is 
now installing a million gallon res- 
ervoir, a 2000 gallon booster pump 
and other improvements that will 
furnish an adequate supply for 
some time to come. 

The next step in the annexation 
project will be taken by the City 
Council which meets next Tuesday 
to canvass the returns. As soon 
as all the voters are found to be 
qualified. the official outcome will 
be announced. Thirty days, it was 
said, must then ehapse before the 
district officially becomes a part of 
the city. 

The annexed terrgory begins at 
the intersection of Batavia street 
and Almond avenue, proceeds due 
south along Batavia street to a 
point about 1100 feet south of La 
Veta avenue, thence west to Main 
street, north along Main street to 
the Columbia tract, the present 
city limite, thence east along the 
corporate limits to the point of 
beginning.

A Farmer's Viewpoint 


S. BERGER, a Virginia farmer and 

„ stock breeder now residing at Her- 
mosa Beach, in a letter to the Farm and 
Tractor Magazine, takes exception to pessi- 
mistic deductions from the general agri- 
cultural situation now finding expression 
in many newspapers. He quotes a recent 
remark attributed to Secretary Mellon to 
the effect that “within a couple of months 
the improved situation of the farmer due 
to government help will become apparent” 
as an illustration of the more optimistic 
view held by many careful observers. 


“Whether government help or economics 
will be the basis of this change may be 
debatable,” Berger says, “but the fact re- 
mains, in my estimation, that the change 
is now here, though the farmer may not 
realize it himself as yet. 


“To be sure the one-crop wheat raiser 
and the cattleman are hard hit. But why 
put all the blame on farming so far as the 
wheat raiser is concerned? If this particu- 
lar class of farmer has been so unfortu- 
mate and shortsighted as to put all his 
eggs in one basket and 80 careless of his 
main asset—fertility—that his land now 
produces around ten bushels to the acre, 
I fail to see where the industry is to blame. 
Furthermore, this particular section con- 
siders itself very advanced in legislation 
and the art of governing, and so sympathy 
gould hardly be meted out on the grounds 
of ignorance. 


Probably the poorer farmers are leav- 


ing and the poorer lands are being aban- 


doned, as the papers say—changes, such as 
take place in other lines of business. But 
the farmer who gets his revenue from four 
or five sources has nothing to complain of 
about corn, cotton, wool, sheep, oats nor 


hay prices. I will venture to predict also 


that with the possible exception of imple- 
ments, his money will steadily increase in 
purchasing value throughout the year, due 
to decline in value of wearing apparel and 
their necessities. I also believe that six 
months from now the farmer will be in a 
better relative position and have better 
prospects than he has had for ten years.” 


It may be, as this farmer of the Old 
South says, that farming in America is 


closer to the blessed state of normality 


than the agricultural producers themselves 
realize. There are indeed signs that point 
that way and, as all students of business 
conditions agree, good times in all indus- 


tries come in cycles and the farmer is 


about due for his. 


REPORT ON PECANS 


A report on the possibilities of pecan cul- 
ture in Southern California recently pre- 

red by C. A. Reed, of the United States 
‘Department of Agriculture, an authority on 
the subject is now available. Copies of the 
report, together with introductory state- 
ment by the Los Angeles County Farm 
Adviser, can be obtained by application at 
dhe Agricultural Extension Service, 202 
North Broadway, Los Angeles. According 
to Mr. Reed, there is little prospect for ex- 
tensive commercial pecan culture in South- 
ern California. He believes that it will nev- 
er rival the walnut industry.

WATER CONSERVATION THE MOST 
VITAL QUESTION IN SOUTHLAND 


By KNOWLES RYERSON, Agricultural 


HE conservation of water and its eco 
nomic distribution to agriculture, in- 

dustry and the home are the most vi- 
tal problems of Southern California today. 
In the rush of rapid expansion and devel- 
opment, however, this problem is still 
generally passed over or around except in 
times of extreme emergency such as sea- 
sons of drouth, flood and forest fires. More 
immediate and pressing problems occupy 
public thought and attentfon. 

In the meantime Southern California is 
rapidly approaching the time when the 
acuteness of the water situation will eclipse 
all other considerations. The section is 
looking forward to a day not far distant 
when a million more inhabitants will have 
been added to its population and yet en- 
gineers declare that this growth will call 
for a water supply of from seven to eight 
thousand additional miner’s inches. This 
amount is not available in the county as 
things now stand. 

The most casual examination of the pres- 
ent situation relative to water supply im 
Southern California, and to Los Angeles 
county in particular, reveals some rather 
alarming facts. The present supply for the 
county is limited to that stored in the un- 
derground reservoirs and which hag ac 
cumulated for centuries past, the annual 
rainfall on the watersheds, and the Owens 
Valley water brought in through the aque- 
duct. Outside of the city of Los Angeles,

the county is entirely dependent upon the 
first two sources both for irrigation and 
domestic purposes. 

The wells which tap the underground sup- 
plies have been. dropping steadily for a 
long time. The first wells pumped in the 
San Gabriel Valley were started in the high 
portion near San Dimas, where water was 
found in abundance at fifty feet below the 
surface. At the present time, the water 
from these wells must be lifted nearly three 
hundred feet, and the level is still dropping. 
The behavior of all wells from the foot- 
hill*belt to the coastal plain in the vicinity 
of Long Beach, Gardena and Inglewood 
has been the same, the annual drop aver- 
aging from one to four feet for fifteen years. 
The artesian water belt formerly occupied 
an area of 177 square miles, according to a 
survey in 1890; by 1923, this area had 
shrunk to 28 square miles. Wells that for- 
merly flowed freely several feet above the 
surface of the ground are now being 
pumped as much as sixty feet from below 
the surface. During the winter months when 
irrigation is at a minimum and domestic 
use is lessened, the levels rise in the wells, 
but always to a lesser height than in the 
year preceding. 

Formerly, there existed a large acreage 
of land in the southern and southeastern 
part of the county that was irrigated by 
surface ditches from the streams that 
reached the coast. These ditches have long

BROADER KNOWLEDGE OF PLANTS 


"HE growing of plants of some sort, 
grains, forage, vegetables, small fruits 
or trees, is to a greater or lesser de- 

gree the business of every farmer. Suc- 
cess in his business comes from getting the 


best possible growth of whatever part of 
the plant is the salable product. There are 
a large number of factors involved in se- 
curing this maximum growth, with all of 
which the farmer should be more or less 
familiar. Soil, water, cultivation, fertiliza- 
tion and a dozen other forces combine to 
make the final result. All of these forces, 
however, work through the plant itself and 
it is only as they find the suitable response 
in the plant that they are able to contri- 
bute fully to the final product. 

In spite of this obvious fact, most of us 
know more of the principles of soile and of 
cultivation than of the real structure or in- 
ternal make-up and workings of plants. 
Many farmem have a general knowledge of 
plants. Varieties and their adaptability to 
soils or climate, high or low yielding strains 
these receive attention, but the less con- 
spicuous details, which tell just how a 
plant is put together and how it draws from 
the soil and air those things which it needs, 
have as a rule received scant attention. Yet 
it is through these details of the plant that 
all the other forces work. Most people re- 
gard the plant as did Peter Bell as de- 
scribed by Wordsworth: 

“The primrose by the river’s brim 

A yellow primrose was to him, 

And it was nothing more.” 

To one who has made a close study of 
the primrose or of any other plant, there 
comes an appreciation of a body as com-

MAN CAN’T DO IT 


One is the ability of the plant to build 
up carbohydrates, or compounds containing 
carbon, hydrogen and oxygen from the 
carbon dioxide, of the air and from water. 


‘quantities as long as it is in the presence 
of light. The product thus formed is the 
basis of all food, both plant and animal. 
Without this mighty but silent procesa, 
the whole living world would soon starve to 
death. In spite of the seeming simplicity 
of the reactions involved, they cannot be 
duplicated in the laboratory by an inorgan- 
ic process, at least in a practical way. The 
time may come when man will learn this 
secret of Nature and be able to build up 
these products as does the plant, but so far 
it remains locked in Nature's heart. 


In much the same way, the plant takes 
these carbohydrate materials and combines 
them with nitrogen and other mineral ele- 
ments to form the proteins which form 
another large part of the plant and animal 
body. This process also is carried on only 
by the plant. Animals may change the form 
of the protein, but they cannot manufac- 
ture it. A study of the work of plants in 
building up these important substances will 
not only enable us to appreciate the im-

PROBLEM IS GROWING 


At the present time there is not water 
enough available to supply all of the won 
that might be irrigated in the county. With 
the rapid subdivision and settlement of the 
communities throughout the county, much 
of the agricultural land has gone out of 
prodution permanently, over 60,000 acres 
having been so disposed of in the past few 
years. This has released some water for 
domestic use, but not enough to keep pace 
with the needs of newcomers, 
to figures gathered together by County 
Flood Control Engineer Reagan, one acre 
foot of water will take care of the domestic 
needs of eight persons. On the other hand, 
increased settlement calls for increased 
food supplies, which, if raised fairly close 
to the large centers, means increased de- 
velopment of irrigated lands. 

Wholly aside from the present increase in 
demands caused by the influx of settlers, 
present farms and orchards would in many 


er used, According to a recent co-operative 
survey made by Prof. R. 8. Vaile of the 
Citrus Experiment Station, the Agricultur- 
al Extension Service and the Farm Bureau 
in the citrus districts of Southern Califor- 
nia, there is a direct relationship between 
increased yields and increased use of water.

MOISTURE NECESSARY 
TO PROPER HATCHING 


By t . ©. Extension Poultry Hus 
bandman, University of Arizona 

Although we consider our Arizona cll. 
mate the most healthful in the world, and 
an ideal place to rear baby chicks, we often 
find difficulty at hatching time. Ia a great 
number of cases I have found the cause of 
trouble to be the lack of moisture in the 
air in the egg chamber. Byven where hem 
are used, in many cases poor hatches have 
been obtained for the same reason. This 
may be overcome with setting hens by 
filling the bottom of the nest with several 
inches of moist dirt, and then placing the 
nesting material on top. 

Practically all of the popular incubators 
at the present time are manufactured and 
used most extensively in the more humid

This is usually a shallow pan 
filled with clean sand into which fresh 
water i poured. Keep the sand thor- 
oughly saturated. The sand gives a great- 
er surface for evaporation and tends to keep 
the water from turning stale. 

Another good method is to sprinkle the 
eggs twice a day. By using a whisk broom 
or brush, they can be sprinkled quite even- 
ly and in a very short time.

to the student of plant structure. Instead 
of being composed of a mass of unorgan- 
ized substances, as many think, we now 
know that plants are made up of many 
sorts of cells, each kind es ly adapted 
to a certain purpose, which it can fulfil to 
best advantage by reason of its peculiar 
structure. Cells with hard and thick walls 
serve for protection; others, with thin walls 
and dense protoplasm, provide for new tis- 
sue by division; others become joined into 
tubes through which the food material of

the plant may flow. Some of the various 
types of cells are shown in the illustration, 
taken as they look through a micrascope. 


alfalfa stem serve mainly for storage, the 
groups of cells, somewhat smaller, are con- 
ductive tissue, and the outer cells form the 
epidermis for protection. The further en- 
largement of a portion of the same alfalfa 
stem shows more clearly the difference in 
structure between the various types of 
cellular tissue. 


„ OTHER CONSIDERATIONS 


Knowing plants does not consist solely 
of a study of internal structure. The plant 
as a whole has certain functions or activi- 
ties which should be understood. Among 
these are absorption, transportation, food 
manufacture, reproduction and growth, each 
of which will afford profitable and inter- 
esting study. There is still much that we 
do not know about each of these important 
processes, but there are many facts that 
are well established and which can be 
used when known to increase the produc- 
tivity of the plant. 

With a detailed knowledge of structure 
and of the function of plants, there comes 
not only a new and added interest in 


| watching their development, but a greater 


ability to aid in any way needful in bring- 
ing this wonderful organism, the plant, to 
its maximum fruitfulness, size or beauty. 
If such study does nothing more than em- 
phasize the marvelous attention of nature 
to detail and the perfection of her product, 
it is not time lost. It is quite as sure, how- 
ever, that it will bring to the farmer some 
practical knowledge, which will help him 
to solve some of the problems which daily 
on ag who deals so intimately with

CROP REPORT SHOWS 
INCREASE IN RETURNS | 


SANTA BARBARA.—Some 2000 acres 
will be out to vegetables in Santa Maria 
Valley this year, according to data secured 


by the county farm interests, as against 
1600 last year. Robert E. Easton, acting 
for the Santa Maria Chamber of Com- 
merce, recently made a careful study of 
agricultural conditions, and his report is 
that the present year will show a marked 
gain in all agricultural activities. He says 
that the agricultural returns for 1923 
reached $17,000,000. The sugar-beet indus- 
try distributed $933,000 among growers and 
it is believed that over §1,000,000 will be 
paid to growers this year by the Union Sug- 
ar Company. The American Sugar Beet 
Company has entered Lompoc Valley. and 
has a large acreage under contract. 5 
The tresh- vegetable industry has becomes 
an important one both in Santa Maria and 
Lompoc valleys. In the former, close to 
$630,000 was distributed among truck farm- 
ers in 1923, for the crop from 1600 acres. 
This crop amounted to 900 cars, Mr. Easton 
gays. He estimates that it will take — 


cars to handle the 1924 crop of fresh vege- 
tables, that the crop will bring $1,400,000 
from the markets of the Bast and that of 
this amount $700,000 wll be distributed 
among the growers. —

PLAGUE ADDS TO THE 
GROWERS’ PROBLEMS 


LANCASTER—tThe alfalfa growers of 
the Antelope Valley held a meeting recent 
ly at which the subject of the foot-and- 
mouth disease was taken up. Its effect on 
the alfalfa growers and what the growers 
should do to help eradicate the disease 
were the principal themes of the evening. 
According to the present law, no hay can 
be moved from a ranch where a cloven- 
hoofed animal is kept. Therefore, the al- 
falfa growers found that it would be nec- 
essary for them to dispose of their cloven- 
hoofed animals if they intended to ship hay 
this season. 


The acting president of the Alfalfa Grow- 
ers Farm Center appointed two committees 
to delve into the problem. One is a Ways 
and Means committee which is to act with 
the Horticultural Commission representative 
of the valley in helping enforce the quaran- 
tine regulations, The other is a committee 
appointed to find out what can be done 
with cows, pigs and sheep which the alfal- 
fa growers must get off their places.

States have seen fit to quarantine them- 
selves against California soil products on 
account of the foot-and-mouth disease and 
in the case of Coachella Valley onions, 
this embargo has precluded any possibility 
of their shipment east. The ruling of these 
States is that the ventilators of the cars 
carrying soil products must be sealed in 
transit through their confines. As_ the 
valley onions are not “cured” they will 
spoil in a short time without ventilation. 
The States placing this quarantine are on 
the direct route to Eastern markets from 
Coachella Valley. 

This year, there are about 1400 acres 
of onions in the Coachella Valley. The 
early crop has been ready for shipment for 
several weeks, in fact, a car or two was 
shipped before the restrictions were made. 
Crystal Wax onions, representing about 
15 per cent of the total acreage, cannot be 
held over, and the damage to them will be

Another unfortunate condition facing the 
growers this year is the fact that the onion 
deal in Texas, Coachella's main competitor, 
will be underway when the local crop is be- 
ing moved, (that is, if the quarantine is 
lifted). Usually, the Texas deal is welt 
along before the Coachella Valley crop is 
ready, but this year, the Lone Star State 
growers suffered a loss from inclement 
weather, which also made their crop about 
two weeks late. 

The Coachella Valley Onion Growers’ 4 
sociation, which ships through the firm of 
Hollis and Urick, who have a large packing 
shed here, controls from 600 to 800 acres 
of onions this year. Other shippers are the 
Geo. BE. Mann Co.; California Vegetable 
Union; American Fruit Growers Inc.: A. 
sociated Fruit Company and some indepet 
dants. Most shipments are made on the con- 
signment basis, although there are some 
F. O. B. sales. Shipping point inspectipn 
will de practically universal this year with 
the crop, the quality of which is held to be 
exceptionally good.

SPRINGVILLE—Tulare county cattle 
men will soon be taking their herds to the 
hill ranges.

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THE GROWTH OF THE 
HATCHERY BUSINESS 


The growth of the baby chick industry in 
Southern California has been phenomenal 
during the past five year, the output 
aow being variously estimated at from five 
to eight million of the little birds annually. 
Among the factors responsible for this ex- 
pansion the great increase in population in 
the section has probably been most not- 
able, although the fact that people quite gen- 
erally ffnding out that Southern California 
is indeed the poultryman’s paradise has 
figured heavily. With wonderful climatic 
conditions the poultryman here is not com- 
pelled to invest in expensive buildings, 
something that tends to offset the 
ing land values. 


The present commercial hatching season, 
which is now drawing to a close, does not 
record such a large output as was report- 


ed last spring, the total being estimated at 


from six to ten per cent short of that a 
year ago, but a heavy fall hatching sea- 
son is contemplated, which will no doubt 
largely equalize the falling off of this 
year’s spring demand. There are several 
reasons for a somewhat lighter crop of 
baby chicks this spring. An exceedingly 
dry winter, with a shortage of greens for 
chickens, very materially lessened the vi- 


_ tality of the flocks and the hatchability ot 


the chicks. With this condition overcome 
by excellent late rains, which added suc- 
culence to the greens, the industry was 
dealt another hard blow the cancella- 
tion of many later orders oWing to the quar- 
antine restriction brought about by the prev- 
alence of the foot-and-mouth disease in Cal- 
ifornia. Under the drastic regulations, it 
was impossible to fill orders for thousands 
of baby chicks intended for shipment to 
other States.

HATCHERY BUSINESS 


The growth of the baby chick industry in 
Southern California has been phenomenal 
during the past five years, the output 
aow being variously estimated at from five 
to eight million of the little birds annually. 
Among the factors responsible for this ex- 
pansion the great increase in population in 
the section has probably been most not- 
able, although the fact that people quite gen- 
erally finding out that Southern California 
is indeed the poultryman’s paradise has 
figured heavily. With wonderful climatic 
conditions the poultryman here is not com- 
pelled to invest in expensive buildings, 
something that tends to offset the increas- 
ing land values. 


The present commercial hatching season, 
which is now drawing to a close, does not 
record such a large output as was report- ; 
ed last spring, the total being estimated at 
from six to ten per cent short of that a 
year ago, but a heavy fall hatching sea- 
son is contemplated, which will no doubt 
largely equalize the falling off of this 
year’s spring demand. There are several 


reasons for a somewhat lighter crop of 


baby chicks this spring. An exceedingly 
dry winter, with a shortage of greens for 
chickens, very materially lessened the vi- 
tality of the flocks and the hatchability of 
the chicks. With this condition overcome 
by excellent late rains, which added suc- 
culence to the greens, the industry was 
dealt another hard blow the cancella- 
tion of many later orders oWing to the quar- 
antine restriction brought about by the prev- 
alence of the foot-and-mouth disease in Cal- 
ifornia. Under the drastic regulations, it 
was impossible to fill orders for thousands 


of baby chicks intended for shipment to 


other States. 


Then, too, the new accredited hatchery 
plan, which is being tried out this year for 
the first time in Southern California, is an 
item to be considered. This plan, in a gen- 
eral way calls for a higher quality of baby 
chick, one naturally coming at a somewhat 
higher price, and the idea involved in this 
Plan had to be sold to the public, which

It will be let 
down through the gates of the different 
dams slowly and will be spread over the 
gravel cones near the mountains as has 
been so well done at the mouth of San An- 
tonio Canyon, filling the great underground 
storage reservoirs. This will raise the lev- 
els of the present wells and make available 
water supplies for more pumps and for 
more surface irrigation further down the 
watercourse. Thus will be provided a stor- 
age place for surplus ag an insurance 
against a dry year. 

The project, as outlined for the voters’ 
approval would pay through the saving of 
losses from flood damage, through the ad- 
ditional water made available for increased 
land placed under cultivation, through in- 
creased domestic supplies, permitting 
greater urban expansion, and through in- 
surance against distress during recurrent 
dry years. 

Forming an inseparable part of any water 
conservation program that may be devised 
is fire protection.

BEST PLANTING DISTANCES FOR | ) 
FRUIT TREES SUBJECT OF STUDY 


By F. W. ALLEN, Division of Pomology, University of California 


HE planting distance for fruit trees is 
determin by the natural size to 
which the tree normally attains. That 

different kinds of fruit trees should be 
planted at different distances is well 
known. Pears and sweet cherries, owing 
to their upright habit of growth, are plant- 
ed much closer than apricots or peaches, 
which naturally make a wider and more 
spreading head. Walnuts, on account of 
their large size and long-growing period, 
require a still greater amount of space. 
Planting distances will, therefore, depend in 
the first place upon the natural habit of 
growth of the trees, and secondly, upon 
the depth, fertility and general character 
of the soil including its water supply. Since 
these factors are never exactly the same in 
any two sections, recommendations for 
fruit-tree planting are usually quite varied. 

As an example, the usual 3

tainly this is true within certain limits, but 
there must be a minimum distance and a 
maximum number of trees per acre beyond 
which an orchard will not prove profitable. 

Unfortunately, there has been no experi- 
mental data upon which to base a definite 
answer as to the best distance for the 
planting of various deciduous fruits. For 
the past few years, however, some experi- 
mental tests have been carried on in this 
connection at the University Farm at Davis 
and enough data have already been obtained 
to form a basis for at least a few sugges- 
tions which may be of value. 

As intimated above, the previous tenden- 
cy has been for close planting. Practically 
all of these older orchards have annually 
received a very severe pruning, which has 
reduced the size of the trees and also the

size of the crop. Under such a method of 


management, comparatively close planting 
was not only justifiable, but perhaps ad- 
visable. The severe pruning prevented the 


trees from crowding and also encouraged

In the tests referred to above closely- 
planted trees of wide-spreading habit in- 
variably showed the effects of lack of mois- 
ture before those planted at greater dis- 
tances, Crowded trees produced a small, 
weak growth and many of them soon show- 
ed signs of various physiological troubles. 
Where the trees produced a crop of fruit of 
much consequence, the individual specimens 
were generally of small size, and a very 
large percentage of the total crop was prac- 
tically unmarketable. 


Various fruits under test have, however, 
shown quite different results. Pear trees 
growing at distances as close as 12 and 16 
feet apart, while not so large as those grow- 
ing at distances varying from 20 to 30 feet, 
have up to the present time averaged a con- 
siderably greater tonnage per acre. Peach- 
es, however, absolutely failed when plant- 
ed at the closer distances and never pro- 
duced a sufficient crop to pay for their 
planting and care. During the first two or 
three years of bearing the trees planted at 
16 and 20 feet produced the greatest ton- 
nage. During the last two years, however, 
this tonnage has been very much exceeded 
by trees growing at 24 and even 30 feet 
apart. Very similar but scarcely as marked 
differences have been noted with the apri- 
cot. Shipping plums and also prunes are 
apparently well adapted to rather close 
planting. While the trees are reduced in 
size, this may not be a disadvantage pro- 
vided that they can be kept in a 2 
= and made to produce fruit of good 
quality. 

In many of the foothill sections of the 
State, it is not uncommon to plant ship- 
ping plums as close as 16x16 feet. On 
rather shallow soils where the trees would 
naturally not make a large growth, this 
practice is perhaps entirely justified. On

YUCAIPA—W. E. Stedman, who has an 
apple orchard here, recently completed a 
contract to work over the five-acre Rome 
Beauty apple orchard belonging to J. W. Me- 
Clellan, a non-resident owner, to the De- 
licious variety. According to Mr.. Stedman, 
the Delicious variety is preferred to the 
Rome Beauty because almost all of the 
fruit of the Delicious matures at the same 
time, while that of the latter does not. He 


easier to market than the Rome Beauty. 

In the McClellan orchard, the trees are 
three years old and have made good growth. 
Mr. Stedman, in working them over, cut off 
all but one of the main branches and in- 
serted three scions in each remaining stub. 
The graft was then covered with wax but 
not wrapped. In nearly every case, the 
grafts were successful, those being made 
first starting before the last trees in the 
five acres were completely worked over. 
The remaining branch was left to alleviate 
the shock to the tree, so that in leafing 
and blooming, the natural cycle of growth 
will be completed. 


GROWERS PIN FAITH

SANTA BARBARA.—Bean planting be- 
gan in Santa Barbara county two months 
earlier this year than usual. The warm 
weather of March and April led to the 
early seeding. Growers believe that there 

is sufficient moisture in the soil to carry 
the crop through to a good harvest, and 
that by getting the beans well along be- 
fore the summer heat sets in they will 
have a better opportunity of obtaining a 
paying crop.

The larvae, or Caterpillar stage, of se 
eral mothe found in Los Angeles count 
attack a number of different plants, — 
usually not seriously. The presence, how- 
ever, of large numbers of the caterpillars 
of at least two of these moths in certain 
parts of Los Angeles county, according to 
reports, indicate damage very similar to 
that done by the true army worm. 

The general control measures effective in 
army worm infestations are recommended 
by the Los Angeles County Farm Adviser. 
Where the worms have not come on a prop- 
erty but are approaching in large numbers, 
he says, a trench plowed around the prop- 
erty infested with a small amount of crude 
oil placed in the bottom will provide an 
effective trap. The spreading of poison bait 
around the outer edges of the property and 
in adjacent fields is said to be very effective 
where the number of insects ig not too 
great. It is prepared by mixing twenty- 
five pounds of bran with one pound of, white 
arsenic, there being added to this” dry 
mixture two quarts of molasses diluted with 
water, the whole making a mixture of 8 
crumbly consistency. 

Where the insects are attacking the foliage 
of plants, dusting with a mixture of one 
pound of arsenic and two pounds of hy- 
drated lime, or spraying with a solution of 
two pounds of lead arsenate in fifty gal-

Compensation for live stock destfoyed in 
eradicating foot-and-mouth disease is in- 
tended as a compensation to livestock own- 
ers who are victims of 
whose stock is destroyed for the benefit 
of the community as a whole. Neither. the 
State of California nor the Federal govern- 
ment will permit itself to be imposed upon 
by ‘ive-stock owners who are negligent of 
their own and the community welfare, or 
who attempt to use the existing situa 
to make a forced sale of their live stock. 
Neither will the Federal or State govern- 
ments pay one cent of compensation to live 
stock owners who either negligently or pur- 
posely allow their stock to be infected or 

to foot-and-mouth disease, al- 

though their live stock will be destroyed 
under police powers possessed by both de- 
partments. Incidentally, such owners will 
be Pedsecuted. Such is the gist of an order 


State Department of Agriculture, and Ru- 
dolph Snyder, inspector in charge of the 
United States Bureau of Animal Industry. 
The reason for the order has not been dis- 
closed, but it should leave no doubt in the 
mind of anyone as to who shall and who 
gt receive compensation for animals 
slaughtered. It should also enlighten oth- 
ers who may hold the opinion that live-stock 
Owners are perhaps in a position to take 
advantage of the conditions brought on by 
the epidemic to sell out their herds. The

Fol- 
lowing the appointment of Dr. Houck who 
is now in complete control of eradication 
work, John R. Mohler, Chief of the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry, UMted States De- 
partment of Agriculture, advised Dr. Houck 
as follows: “Men, methods and money 
are the three essentials in this campaign.

Reopening for business on April 20, the 
Los Angeles Union Stock Yards, after be- 
ing shut down for almost a month on ac- 
count of the foot-and-mouth epidemic, 
started off with early receipts of 38 cars 
of cattle, calves and sheep, which met 
ready demand from the packer buyers. A 
trainload of excellent fat steers received 
from Imperial Valley was said to be among 
the best ever shipped into the yards. Some 
which top 
was again reached on April 23, by the 
same shipper. Calves were scarce and 
met strong demand, bringing as high as 
$13 on the day of reopening. In the hog 
pens an active condition prevailed, with 
a bunch ef good California hogs going to 
$9.75, which price was duplicated later in 
the week by choice butchers from Colo- 
rado and Nebraska. All livestock arriving 
must be slaughtered within 48 hours, every 
shipment being given thorough inspec- 
tion, both before and after unloading from 
cars. This extra precaution is being 
taken to prevent the foot-and-mouth disease 
getting into the packing plants in the 
event that any stock being shipped in 
might have been exposed or infected. 


The Poultry Producers of Southern Cali- 
fornia recently inaugurated a co-opera- 
tive egg-marketing plan for producer and 
consumers. The plan provides for the 
delivery of high quality extra eggs under 
the trade mark “Cala White Eggs.” The 
eggs are picked up by special trucks 


which call at the ranches and are taken. 


to the central plant in Los Angeles, whére 
they are carefully graded and packed in 
cartons of one dozen each, being then 
delivered over special routes in the city 
to the consumer. The prices on _ these 
eggs represents the top market quotation 
for extras, and it is thought that poultry- 
men affiliated with the organization will 
be better able to dispose of their * 
under the plan.

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IHE GROWTH OF THE 
HATCHERY BUSINESS 


The growth of the baby chick industry in 
Southern California has been phenomenal 
during the past five years, the output 
aow being variously estimated at from five 
to eight million of the little birds annually. 
Among the factors responsible for this ex- 
pansion the great increase in population in 
the section has probably been most not- 
able, although the fact that people quite gen- 
erally ffnding out that Southern California 
is indeed the poultryman’s paradise has. 
figured heavily. With wonderful climatic 
conditions the poultryman here is not com- 
pelled to invest in expensive buildings, 
something that tends to offset the increas- 
ing land values. : 

The present commercial hatching season, 
which is now drawing to a close, does not 
record such a large output as was report- 
ed last spring, the total being estimated at 
from six to ten per cent short of that a 
year ago, but a heavy fall hatching sea- 
son is contemplated, which will no doubt 
largely equalize the falling off of this 
year’s spring demand. There are several 


reasons for a somewhat lighter crop of 


baby chicks this spring. An exceedingly 
dry winter, with a shortage of greens for 
chickens, very materially lessened the vi- 
tality of the flocks and the hatchability of 
the chicks. With this condition overcome 
by excellent late rains, which added suc- 


_ Culence to the greens, the industry was 


dealt another hard blow the cancella- 
tion of many later orders oWing to the quar- 
antine restriction brought about by the prev- 
alence of the foot-and-mouth disease in Cal- 
ifornia. Under the drastic regulations, it 
was impossible to fill orders for thousands 
of baby chicks intended for shipment to 
other States.

It will be let 
down through the gates of the different 
dams slowly and will be spread over the 
gravel cones near the mountains as has 
been so well done at the mouth of San An- 
tonio Canyon, filling the great underground 
storage reservoirs. This will raise the lev- 
els of the present wells and make available 
water supplies for more pumps and for 
more surface irrigation further down the 
watercourse.

THE BALL 


The three outfielders, right, left 
and center, each have different 
duties to perform, but as far as 
actual playing goes, the require- 
ments for all are about the same.

The exact spot to play outfield 
may be the cheice of the player. 
Trie Speaker, ef the Cleveland In- 
diana, has a trick of going back on 
the ball with his face to the infield. 
But for most boys who are not yet 
#0 expert at the game, it would be 
hard te play that way. The correct 
way is to choose the spot you think’ 
best, then if you have to go back, 
turn your back to the infield, keep- 
ing your eye on the ball by looking 
over your shoulder, and run, stoep- 
ping where you think it is logical 
for the ball to descend. ; 

When it is possible, ground bails 

should be caught in front of the leg 
farthest back. Then if you miss the 
ball the back foot forms a block 
and you have a better opportunity 
of getting it than if you were try- 
ing to pick it up in frent of your 
outside feot. 
Ground balls should be caught 
on what is termed the ‘short 
bound,” or when it arises from the 
ground instead of at the top or 
finish of the bound, 

Fly balls may be caught with 
the fleider’s hands held at his 
chest or he may hold his hands 
cupped at his belt. Either of these 
positions is good as they allow the 
balt to be delivered in diately 
without any loss of tin on the 
fielder's part. EX

EARTH’S GOLDEN CORE 


Center Is Believed Surrounded by 
Layer of Iron 

Geophysicists at the geophys- 
ical laboratory of the Carnegie 
Institute of Washington have just 
announced their 
the earth is made up of four and 
possible five layers of material. 
At the inmost core of the earth 


there may be immense quantities 
of gold, platinum and other met- 
heavier than iron. Around 
this it is practically certain that 
there is an irregular sphere of 
iron about 4200 miles in diameter. 
From the outer edge of this iron 
core to the surface is about 1800 
miles, a distance that is divided 
into three layers whose bounda- 
fies are not sharply defined. 
Next to the central iron sphere is 
a mixed layer of iron and rock 
which extends to within about 
900 miles of the surface. Be- 
tween this and the crust, which is 
about thirty-five miles thick, 
there is a layer resembling that 
found on the surface of the earth, 
but containing more magnesia and 
less silicate. The granites with 
which we are familiar form only 
a mere film a few miles deep upon 
the surface of the earth. The rest

Among these are the 
Dervishes, of whom 
the Pathfinder’s Sur- 
vey of Constantino 
ple, published in 1922 
and undertaken in 
co-operation with 
Robert College, the Near Hast Relief, 
the American Red Cross, the Y.M.C.A., and 
other organizations, says there are 177 dif- 
ferent orders and sub-orders supposedly ac- 
tive inside the city. ft is not known just 
how many orders there are in the country 
but the Dervishes are to be found every- 
where and their religion is said to be their 
whole life. They have something like 258 
public meeting places in Constantinople, 
and each order has its special day and 
its own peculiar ceremonies and customs. 
They claim to represent the spiritual and 
mystic side of Mohammedanism, which, 
through denying the earthly body,“ seeks 
to bring the soul closer to God. 


Among the 
W hirlers 

AKE the Whirling Dervishes who have 

one mosque in the Grand. Rue de Pera, 
the Buropean section of. Constantinople. 
There you may see the Whirlers go through 
their gyrations Tuesday and Fridays every 
week the year through. In another quar- 
ter is a house devoted to the Howling Der- 
vishes, where the believers are even more 
fanatical. This is in Pera, on the side of 
a hill just below the T. M. C. A. 2 
The Whirling Derishes wear mantles like 
that of Mohammed, and high, gray, sugar- 
loaf caps, which they say have the form of 
the vase in which Mohammed's soul was 
kept in the spirit world that existed before 
the present world was created. They claim 
that their order originated with a Sultan 
who lived more than 200 years before the 
days of Columbus. This man was like 
Buddha in that he left his throne, re- 
nounced the world, and started out as a 
Dervish to help the afflicted and free him- 
gelt from all earthly possessions. He was

time they hold their arms out, the right 
above the head and the left below, with 
both hands open. Their eyes are closed 
and their heads are bent sideways on the 
shoulders. By doing this they are able to 
send their soul into the world of dreams, 
and they claim that for the time their souls 
leave the body and become one with the 
Creator. They have particular phrases for 
the- invocation of God, which they must re- 
peat hundreds of times a day and which 
are supposed to prepare them for the sepa- 
ration of soul and body. ‘ 


I have just spent two hours with the 
Howling Dervishes. Their order was 
founded by a man who lived more than 700 
years ago, and its belief is such that it has 
held its own from that time to this. The 
men try to throw themselves into a crazy 
ecstasy, during which they eat glass, lick 
fed-hot spdons, run knives through their 
flesh, und batter their heads against the 
wall, falling down at times on the floor 
and foaming at the mouth in their religious 
fervor. It seems strange that such a hor- 
rible faith could last for seven centuries, 
but that it is in existence today was shown 
me this afternoon in the ceremonies I 
shall describe. 


The mosqie or house where the Howlers 
assembled is within a pistol! shot of the 


Pera Hotel. It is not large and the room 


where the services took place was only 
about thirty feet square. The floor was 
covered with sheep-sékins with the wool on 
—yellow, black and brown—and at the 
back, on a Turkish rug in a little alcove 
not bigger around than a wagon-wheel, sat 


the long-bearded sheik or high-priest, wear- 


ing a turban and gown, Upon the sheep 
skins, sitting in a circle around the hall,

Before the service began a man in turban 
and gown brought in an iron bowl as big 
as a wash-basin, filled with hot charcoal in 
which were heating two iron spoons with 
flat bowls and handles about a foot long.

HE first work was to excite the wor- 

shipers. This was done by the old 
sheik, who made little sermons, after each 
of which the believers, still sitting, threw 
themselves back and forth, whirling their 
heads around as though on a pivot and 
shouting the name of God ninety-nine 
times, while the sheik counted the ninety- 
nine heads on his rosary. One of the sen- 
tences they say was “La flah la ah.“ 
They ‘divided this fnto six syllables. As 
they uttered the first they bent forward, 
at the second they raised themselves up, 
and at the third they bent backward and 
then swayed back and forth, crying and 
howling. They sang together faster and 
faster to keep time with the music. After 


‘awhile the motion was so quick that the 


syllables became one, and at the last it was 
nothing but a wild cry of n“ and “Lah,” 


interrupted now and then by the shout, 


conte Ya hu!” which means, “He, O He (is 
God.)“ 

As they wont on their faces. grew red; 
some of them foamed at the mouth and 
got what you might call “the jerks.” Then 
they-rose to their feet and whirled around, 
jumping up and down and stamping as 
thongh they were crazy. 

During the shouting the coals in the bow! | 
on the floor had died down, but the old 
sheik fanned them into a glow and a little 
later took out the red-hot iron spoons and 
gave them to two of the worshipers, who 
trotted around the room, gingerly licking 
them, while the audience shrieked in 
ecstasy. At first it seemed to me that the 
licks were gentle ones, for no steam arose 
and I could not see the flesh sizzle. They 
must have burned, however. As the iron 
cooled, they kept them in their mouths 
longer and longer, and finally handed them 
back to the sheik. . 

While this was going on, other de- | 
votees took the steel skewers I have 
382 and allowed the old sheik to run 
them through their cheeks. How this was 
done without causing the blood to, flow, !

The semi-bald Mohammedan from Mecca, 
was one of the most violent. He rolled his 
head around as though it was on ball-bear- 
ings, making something like one hundred 
revolutions per minute, then all at once 
made a dive for a wooden pillar on the op- 
posite side of the hall, butting it with his 
head.

NOTHER of the 3 is of Egyp- 

tian basalt, cdvered with hieroglyphics, 
It is that of Tabnith, King of Sidon, who 
Aived and reigned in the days of the Phoeni- 
cians. The inscription reminds me of the 
one that Shakespeare had put over his 
grave in the church at Stratford-on-Avon, 
and of which I took an impression when I 
was there, It reads: 


“Good friend, for Jesus sake forbeare 
To digg ye dust encloased heare; 


Bleste be yé man yt spares thes stones 
And cursed be he yt moves my bones.” 


Tabnith’s inscription read, I. Tabnith, 
King of the Sidonians, lie at rest in this 
tomb. Whoever thou art who discovers it, 
do not, I adjure thee, open my coffin and 
do not disturb me, for there is neither sil- 
ver nor gold nor treasure beside me. I rest 
alone in this tomb. Such an act is an 
abomination in the eyes of Ashtoreth. And, 
if thou openest my coffin and disturbest 
me, mayest thou have no posterity with the 
living under the sun and no resting place 
among the dead.” 

King Tabnith was a liar, for when the 
tomb was opened his embalmed mummy 
was found surrounded by jewels and 
precious stones, which are now shown here 
in glass cases. The mummy is in a good 
state of preservation. Tabnith reigned in 
Palestine about 700 B. C.
